Dr. H.J. van Mook,ldinister of the Colonies of the Royal Netherlands 
Government, in his letter of February ‘15th,declared that Dr. R.E.Smits and 
Mir. A. Philips were authorized jointly end severally to conduct negotiations 
for the manufacture and shipment of currency notes for the Netherlands in 
Europe and for the Netherlands-Indies, and to take deliveries of the said notes, 
to sign contracts and releases thereof, and to do whatsoever requisite and 
necessary to be done in the premises, with full powers of substitution and 
revocation.

March 9,1943, Dr. R.E.Smits and Mr. A.Philips signed a letter to 
us to the effect that in the absence of either or both of them we were au- 
thorized to treat with Mr. A. Philipe von Hemert, who would act on their be- 
half.

October 19,1943. Mr. A. Philips wrote to us advising of his re- 
signation and giving formal notice that he had delegated the authority vested 
in him to Dr. H. Riemens. Simultaneously he revoked the letter of March 9th~ 
substituting Mr. A.P.von Hemert to act during the absence of either or both 
Dr. Smits and himself.

We refer to your letter of the 9th advising express 
charges paid on the nine shipments dispatched to Halifax against the 
orders for the above, 

From your letter of June 22nd of last year we under- 
stood the express rate to be $4.05 per 100 lbs. but applying this to the 
total weichts of each shipment we arrive at figures considerably below 
yours, the difference amounting in some cases to about $1. per case and 
in others to as much as $3. per case. 


There was some mention in past correspondence relative 
3 to a charge for a special guard end this may account for some of the 
aifference. Nevertheless we fail to understand why, in some instances, 
the total charge is higher for a somevhat lower weight totel, as for 
instance, on the 7th, 8th and 9th shipments, each consisting of 60 cases, 
the charge on the 9th was least of the three although the weight was 
the greatest. 


Again, the lst and 2nd shipments were identical as 
to number of cases and totel weight end yet the charge on the second 
was some $38.00 greater in spite of the fact that there was a valuation 
charge of 13 cents per $100 applicable to the first but not subsequently. 


Will you please throw further light on the calculation 
of these amounts so that we, in turn, can explain them to our friends.
